NOTE: Introduction of new Fig, 2 as a replacement sheet is not proper because there is no Fig. 2 to replace; further 
the specification does not reference Fig. 2 and therefore is new matter. Incorporating of reference by reciting the URL links in 
replacement paragraph commencing on page 13 is improper, the entire reference to all Wnks must be deleted not merely the "http://" 
prefix. In page 10 line 28 to page 1 1 line 13 of the remarks, applicant argued that the architecture of Shafiee et al. is different because 
Shafiee et al. provide two separate servers while applicant recite only one server is not persuasive because a server is merely a shared 
computer on the local area network; further Shafiee et al. in col. 5 lines 24-46 recite the reason one would use a different server, i.e. a call 
center server, is so that casual traffice can be isolated clearly reads on the server as in claim 6. In page 10 lines 14-19. applicant argued 
that Shafiee et al. do not disclose an application communicating with telephony hardware which calls an external program is not 
persuasive because Shafiee et al. in the abstract recite the application program interface API sensing an event generates the call request 
to the customer terminal clearly reads on the application program and the external program as claimed. In page 10 lines 20-26, applicant 
argued that Shafiee et al. do not disclose a predefined set of user preferences is not persuasive because Shafiee et al. in col. 10 line 52 to 
col. 1 1 line 3 recite the stored user information being updated and accessed by the administration system clearly anticipate the predefined 
set of user preferences. In page 13 lines 3-9, applicant argued that Shafiee et al. do not disclose any telephony hardware is not 
persuasive because Shafiee et al. in col. 1 line 44 to col. 2 line 6 recite that it is known to provide telephone sen/ice and internet to a 
customer which clearly antcipate the telephony hardware as claimed. . 
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
